Mr. Colvln. who returned to 
Frankfort last night, said that the 
confessions showed that Harold 
Jones had sold copTCs of the ques- 
tions to Smith, Spurjock and Lay 
for $26 apiece. Smith sold a copy 
to Miss Alma Jones for $6. Scott 
obtained the questions by virtue of 
his being Harold Jones' roommate.

Cutworms can readily be con- 
trolled by the use of poisoned bait, I 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture has demonstrated. Thls| 
is the way to prepare and apply 
the poison: » 

To 1 bushel of dry bran add 1 
pound of white arsenic or Paris ( 
green uud mix thoroughly Into a 
mash with 4 gallons of water, \a 
which has been stirred one-half' 
gallon of sorghum or other eWp 
molasses. This amount will be 
sufficient to treat 4 or 5 acres of 
cultivated crops. After the mash 
has stood for several hours scatter 
it in lumps of about the size of a 
marble over the fields where the 
injury Is beginning to appear. Put 
it about the bases of the plants 
which have been set out. Apply 
the mash lute in the day, so as to 
have the poison in place around the 
plants before night, when the cut- 
worms are active. Apply a second 
time If necessary. 

' Cutworms destroy hundreds of 
thousands, even millions, of dol- 
lars' worth of' crops every year 
throughout the United States. They 
especially attack tomatoes, cabbage, 
lettuce, and other vegetables that 
have been started under glass and 
transplanted. Cutworms some- 
times appear in great numbers In 
the spring and early summer, and 
frequently do severe Injury before 
their ravages are uotlced. 

Their method of attack Is to cut 
off the young plants near the 
ground. They are of large size and 
•re ■voracious feeders, capable of 
destroying mauy plants In a single 
night. Often they cut down more 
than they can devour.

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THINGS BEGINNERS 
MUST LEARN FIRST 



Explanation of Terms Used in 
Radio and of Its Basic 



Due to the great Interest tnken In ra- 
dio since broadcasting stations have 
been started, many radio terms are 
seen and heard that may he unfamiliar 
to the novice. .Some of the most com- 
monly used terms ure explained and 
defined below. 

Mko light heat and sound, radio 
energy is propitiated In the form of n 
wave motion. Kvery one Is familiar 
with the wave motion net up on the 
surface o.' n s-tlll body of wuter by the 
dropping of a stone Into It. 

i:\ery UdM ■ point' on the surface 
of the waves goes through a complete 
set of motions anil starts to repent 
those motions the wave is said to buve 
gone through n cycle. 

The number of complete cycles gone 
through pef second Is Hie frequency. 

The hum. in r:-r Is responsive to 
sound frequencies up to a few thousand 
cycles per tcCOBd but is not capable of 
responding to the higher frequencies 
encountered In rjxllo. Arbitrarily a 
frequency of less than IO.ihKi cycles 
has been called un audible frequency 
— -one which can he heard — and fre~< 
queucies above lO.(KM) c ycles, radio or 
Inaudible frequencies- -because they 
cannot he heard by the human ear. 

The particular f>"pe of wave which 
prnpngntcs radio energy is an elect ro- 
magnetlc wave. All of us have seen 
bits of Iron and steel attracted by the 
little toy magnets made up In the form 
of horseshoes. This attraction of the 
magnet for the bits of Iron and steel 
Bhowed fhe existence of a magnetic 



The high-frequency rural rl I '• W 
mi fhe carrier ws*»- arid lt« ' 
Is to radiate Into space In the form of 
electro-magnetic waves and hy Its va- 
riation In amplitude carry with It the 
variation in the tone at the transmit- 
ting station. 

It is the ticquency of the carrier- 
wave that determines 'he wave length 
on which a radiophone station la trans- 
mitted. By experiment It hp« been 
found that electro-magnetic wares 
travel st the same velocity that light 
waves travel, that Is, 188.000 miles mV 
second. Wave-length Is the distance 
between any two similar points On two 
successive waves; for example, the dis- 
tance from crest to crest of nn\ two 
successive waves In the same direction, 
measured In meters, a unit of length 
eqtml approximately to one and one 
tenth yurds. f'onvertlng 180.000 mile* 
to meters, the equivalent Is MOjOOO.OQO 
meters. The length of an •tailm-anfl 
netlc wave Is equal then to MXMMNMXM i 
divided by the frequency. Suppose a 
station was transmitting on a wave- 
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length of 3fif> meters. The frequency 
of the carrier-wave would bo approxi- 
mately 835,000 cycles. 

Just as a violinist tunes his Instru- 
ment, that Is. makes a certain string 
emit n note of hip! cr or lower pitch, 
or. technically spi -ig, a sound wave 
of higher nr lowe. 'requency. by ad- 
justing the tension on the string, so 
may the electric:. I constants of the 
antenna circuit of ■ radiophone trans- 
mitter be cluing' I In order to have 
the station emit i currler-witve of a 
different frequency. 

If a tuning fork having a natural 
period corresponding to middle C be 
placed near n violinist who is playing, 
the fork will vibrate when Hie musi- 
cian plays middle C, hut all other times 
It will remuin quiescent. This phenom- 
enon of the taring fork vlbltuting 
whenever the uuali iu Bla/i Um cor- 
responding note on the violin Is known 
as mechanical resonance. If a radio 
receiver be adjusted so that electrically 
Its natural period of vibration will be 
886.000' cycles (300 meters wave- 
length) every time ■ station transmits 
on a wave-length of :i(10 meters, cur- 
rent will be set up in the receiver by 
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field about the tips of the magnet und 
this same kind of a field propagates 
the electro magnetic force, except that 
unlike the toy magnet, Its power comes 
off In the form of wavy motions. Thla 
electro-mngnetle force propagates ra- 
dio energy In ail directions. 

The medium that transmits the elec- 
tro-magnetic waves is the sume me- 
dium that transmits light— the ether. 
This medium is supposed to fill all 
space, even that occupied by fluids und 
solids. I. it t lc is known about Its prop- 
erties. 

In rndlh It Is more common to speak 
of wave length than frequency. The 
wave lengtli of any wave motion Is the 
distance between any two successive 
crests In Uie same direction. The 
wave length depends upon the fre- 
quency. If the frequency Is high the 
wove length Is short. On the other 
hand If the frequency Is low the wave 
length Is long. Numerically the wave 
length is equal to the distance trav- 
eled by the wave In one second divided 
by the frequency. Suppose, for ex- 
uliiple, that it were desired lu know 
the wuve length of an electro magnetic 
wave having a frequency of RTi.otsl 
cycles. Kleclro-niHgnetlc waves travel 
at the same s|>eed us do light waves, 
that Is. IHH.Otio miles per second Id 
vl.llng the IHH.OOO by 835.000 the wave 
length would be JM miles or 390 
yards. In radio work It Is measured 
In meters. A meter Is equal to ap- 
proximately 1.1 yards. Converting :«« 
yards Into meters the wave length 
would he HUH divided hy 11 or 3HD 
meters. This Is the wave length on 
which KI>KA operates. It also means 
that the electromagnetic waves sent 
oat from this station have a frequency 
ef 835,000 cyclee. 

FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES 

In u radiophone transmitter there 
are two nqulmwanta that must lie 
fulfilled First, there must be a source 
of high-frequency current, say, between 
16,000 and l,5tw,000 cycles so con- 
nected to an antenna and ground sys- 
tem that energy In the form of elect r«e 
magnetic wares will l>e radiated. Sec- 
ond, there must I* mane melhod of 
controlling tills high frequency current 
or modulating It so that the vurlatlons 
In the amplitude of the high frequency 
current will he directly proportional 
to the voice or music to be transmitted. 



electrical resonance. Stations trans- 
mitting on any wave-length other than 
860 meters will not cause a current 
to be set up In the receiver. 

The portion of a radio receiver, hat 
changes the wave-length at which it 
Is electrically resonant is called a 
tuner. Suppose that "A" station trans- 
mits on a wave-length of 200 meters 
and "H" on a wave-length of 300 me- 
ters. Hy adjusting the tuner until the 
constants of the receiver make It elec- 
trically resonant to a 200-meter wave 
or a 3H0-meter wave, either of the two 
stations can be picked up. but both 
stations cannot he picked up simulta- 
neously. This is the reason that more 
than one transmitter enn be operating 
at one time and yet only one can he 
beard on a receiver without Interfer- 
ence from the others. 

The other necessary, part of a radio 
receiver Is the detector. The function 
of this portion of the receiver I* to 
utilize the small currents In the tuner 
that are set up hy a transmitting eta* 
i mil und make them audible through 
the medium of h telephone receiver. If 
the telephone receiver were connected 
directly to the tuner the high-frequency 
current would not operate the dia- 
phragm of the receiver and even If the 
dlupliragui were set In motion It would 
be too fast a motion to be picked up 
by the huutun ear. 

In a simple receiver the detector ua- 
uully consists of two pieces of mineral 
In contact or a piece of mineral in con- 
tact with a metallic spring. Ki'her 
combination is known as a crystal de- 
tector. A detector of this type is noth- 
ing more than a rectifier; that Is. when 
an alternating current Is applied at the 
terminals fhe' current Is allowed te 
flow only In one direction.
